ANXIETY IN THE HOUSEHOLD. 

New Tonk, April 3.—Despite the re- 
assuring bulletins of the morning and 
afternoon there was anxiety in the Grant 
household during the day. Col. Grant 
was at no time reassured. He felt that 
his father was growing all the time weaker 
and might expire at any hour. Dr. 
Shrady returned to the General’s house at 
4 p. m., and at that hour Dr. Douglas 
went home to return at 11 p. m. Both 
doctors were on duty all night. During 
the afternoon John Jacob Astor called, 
also E. J. Drexel of Philadélphia. C. 
P. Collis, Dr. Tifiany, Hamilton Fish Jr., 
Dr. Newman and Senator Chaffee left to- 
gether. One of the gentlemen expressed 
the belief that the General was growing 
weaker constantly. Visitors were not in 
all cases shown up stairs. Senator Don 
Cameron was in the sick room some time. 
Mrs. Grant sat near her husband during 
the afternoon but the General spoke to no 
one except his physicians, lest his throat 
should be irritated. 

New Yorks, April 3.—Mr. Chaffee soon 
returned to Grant’s residence and at 10:30 
He said morphine had 
been administered and a good night’s rest 
was expected. General Grant is the 
most wonderful man in combatting dis- 
ease I ever heard of, said Chaffee. ‘He 
walks about the room unaided, notwith- 
standing his extremely weak condition. 


1A short time ago he walked into an ad- 


pane room and affixed his autograph to 
our pictures. The’ strokes of the pen 
were as bold and firm as when the Gen- 
eral was in good health.” 

The important document alluded to in 
the 11 o’clock bulletin was a family paper. 
Dr. Shrady has just said Grant’s condi- 
tion is very good to-night, but it cannot 
be told at what moment he willdie. An 
anodyne was administered to produce 
sleepiness. Dr. Shrady says he never saw 
so much exhaustion in a man suffering 
with a disease of such small local magni- 
tude.
